Sir Wilfrid Laurier in opening the 
debate on Hon, Mr. Cochrane's mo- 
tion that the house should not concur 
in. the senate amendments of the 
highways bill, said it was regrettable 
that there should be a difference of 
opinion between the comimons and 
senate on this bill. He read to the 
house the bill as passed and reviewed 
the amendments which had been 
tuide in the upper chamber, He could 
not, he said, see why the governmens 
declined to put in the wording of the 
bill that which they insisted to put il 
practice, namely, that the division of 
the appropriation for good rouds 
should be on a basis of population. 

House Should Give Way.

York, chairman of the appropriations 
committee, and Sherley, of Kentucky, 
one of the original budget reform ad- 
vocates, and agreed to choose between 
the Fitzgerald and Sherley plans of
